Laaont, the first speaKer, was preceded by an unseen co^entator who 
glorified the achievements of Russia.

Kobeson praised Russia's treatment of minority people wnich he said is 
a measure of its social advancement. A guarantee of peace, he went on, 
is h democratic association of peoples over all th>: world such as exists 
in the Soviet Union. H& then sang several songs in £jiglish and Russian 
wnich perhaps won him the most enthusiastic applause of the evening. 

The addresses of Acheson, Novikov, Johnson and iteviee represented no 
sharp departure from customary pleas advocating friendship between 
America and Russia. Their comments are reported accurately in today's

Ho Sympathetic Point of View Will Bo Excluded — Agar, Casey and Wlllkie Heard 

As "a symbol of tho unity of the men of good will, all aoroae tho world, • 
Freedom Bouse/ 32 B. 61st St., was dedicated last night in tho presenoo of one of the 
most distinguished gatherings of leaders of demooratio thought orer held in the city. 

The symbolism was that of Herbert Agar, editor of the Louisville Courier- 
journal, who was elected president of the Freedom Houso'organlsation at a directors* 
meeting preceding the dedication* 

"Ho point of view will ho excluded," ho said, in an addrese broadoaat oyer a 
C3S network, "so long as it represents an attempt to sake freedom and comradeship more 
prevalent on this tragic globe.
